Dr. Gilford Given Banquet at 
Theological College 

HAS WRITTEN BOOKS 



Is Recognized Authority on 
Church Law and Gov- 
ernment 



Dr. W. A. Gifford, Professor 
of Church History and the His- 
tory of Religions, at the United 
Thcologieal College will be guest 
of honour at a banquet to be 
held in the United College dining 
room Wednesday night to mark 
the completion of twenty-five 
years in the chair of Church 

History. 

Dr. Gilford is a graduate in Arts 
of Toronto University and in theo- 
logy of Victoria College. He took 
his doctor's degree in theology at 
Harvard and later was awarded an 
honorary doctorate in Divinity by 
Emmanuel College. Toronto. 

After graduating from Toronto, 
Dr. Gifford spent some years as a 
British Columbia and going from 
there to Columbian College he be- 
came Dean of Residence and taught 
classics for two years. He also 
taught at the Khaki University at 
Ripon. England at the close of the 
first World War. 

Led Stadent Conferences. 

Since coming to McGill Dr. Gil- 
ford has played a prominent part 
in giving leadership to student con 
fcrences and has found time to 
write several books, the latest of 
which. "The Eternal Quest", is late- 
minister in the Okanagan Valley in 
ly ctff the press. 

In 1926-29 Dr. Gifford took his 
sabbatical year in Europe. He 
worked at London. Edinburgh and 
on the continent. 

Not only in academic circles and 
on the campus has Dr. Gifford been 
a leader but also in the active work 
of the church, where he is recog- 
nized as an authority on church law 
and government. He is an active

The final meeung of the Inter- 
national Relations Club tor this 
academic year will be held on Mon- 
day at 5 o'clock in the Music Room 
of the McGill Union, when Profes- 
sor Bayley will speak on "Russia, 
the European Enigma". Dr. C. C. 
Bayley, who holds the degrees of 
M.A. from Manchester University 
and Ph.D. from the University of 
Chicago, is a lecturer in the De- 
partment of History at McGill. 

It is expected that the speaker 
will deal with the meaning of the 
startling Russo-German Pact of last 
August and the motives and causes 
of the Soviet attack on Finland. The 
Soviet Union, it was pointed out, is 
one of the most imponderable fac- 
tors in the present international 
situation. As Winston Churchill de- 
scribed it in now famous words, it 
is "a riddle wrapped inside an enig- 
ma." 

Dr. Bayley s address will be fol- 
lowed by a short period for ques- 
tions and discussion. The meeting 
will conclude with the election of 
officers for next year, for which 
reason all students interested in the 
activities of the Club are urged to 
be present. 

Some recent books on world af- 
fairs, which have just been received 
by the Club from the Carnegie En- 
dowment for International Peace 
will be available for circulation at 
the meeting.

To those who have nominated me 
to the Presidency of the Women's 
Union. 1 should like to express my 
thanks. 11 is the main object of 
the Women's Union, as stated in 
the Constitution, to promote the 
social and recreational interest of 
the women students and to encour- 
age understanding and comradeship 
among its members. I should like 
to enlarge upon this in the follow- 
ing way: 

In thinking of a program for the 
Women's Union during the 1940-41 
it will be evident to everyone that 
any program must be influenced by 
events totally beyond our control. 
The war may possibly mean that 
student life will be comparatively 
quiet. At the same time, it will de- 
mand a double duty of us. In this 
respect I feel that for the women of 
McGill it is most important first, to 
continue, and even work harder to 
maintain the high cultural level of 
the University and second, to co- 
operate fully in McGill's War Ef- 
fort.

For the second year in succession 
the McGill Glee Club was defeated 
by the Capital Male Chorus of Ot- 
tawa in the class B male choir sec- 
tion of the Quebec Musical Festival 
Competition, held at St. James 
United church on Saturday after- 
noon. 

Competition this year was be- 
tween the two clubs only. Two 
pieces were set for the class: "The 
World it went well with Me Then" 
an arrangement of an old English 
popular song by Ralph Vaughan 
Williams, and "The Nightingale" 
with words by Sir Philip Sidney set 
to music by Eric Thiman. The for- 
mer is a rhythmical and minor 
lament of the married man for his 
unhappy state, requiring precision 
and a sense of humour: the latter a 
lyric and expressive piece of the 
madrigal type, giving scope in in- 
terpretation. 

Mr. Moody, m presenting his ad- 
judication, praised the McGill club 
for occasional flashes of good inter- 
pretation, while criticizing it for a 
lack of rhythmical certainty, coup- 
led with an inadequacy of tone 
due to the small size of the choir 
and its over-anxiousness. He award 
ed the decision to the Ottawa choir 
for its sonority of tone and good 
interpretation, while criticizing the 
strain exhibited on many of its 
louder passages.

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President of the 
Women's Union 

The "Women's Union, comprising ss it 
the women undergraduate* in the var- 
faeultio. ha> a membership of .Î90 
who may vote in the approaching election 
for its president and secretary, as well as 
for the. president of the Students' Society. 
Each member of the Women's Union has a 
direct responsibility in filling these posi- 
tions. Whom they elect to the office of 
President of the Women's Union remains 
to be seen. It is of primary importance 
that this position be clearly defined. 

There are many aspect to the duties 
«f the president of the Women's Union. She 
automatically becomes a member of the 
Students' Executive Council during her 
term of office — July 1 to June 30 of the 
following year. As such, she has a voice 
and vote on all matters of student govern- 
ment, as well m speaking for her own or- 
ganization when occasion arises. She re- 
presents the women student on the campus, 
at University functions, and to outside or- 
ganizations. She may be called to act on 
other executives, as for example, the McGill 
Branch of the Red Cio;;-. She conducts 
general meetings of the Women's Uuiun 
and presides- at Round Table Conferences 
as well at at frequent meetings of the exe- 
cutive. 

With a large membership and only 
two general meetings a year,much of the 
active business of the Women's Union it 
carried on by the five members of the exe- 
cutive. The Round Table Conference 
group, however, consisting of the presidents 
of R.V.C. clubs and societies, class execu- 
tives and Chairmen of special committees 
functions as an intermediate link between 
the executive and the constituent member- 
ship of the Women's Union. The president 
should see clearly the function of the Round 
Table Conference group, in coordinating 
the activities of the various classée, clubs, 
societies and committees, as well as mak- 
ing valuable recommendation.- and giving 
constructive criticism in genual matters of 
programme and policy. Furthermore, she 
must have a keen interest in the activities 
of all organisations sponsored and finan- 
cially supported by the Women's Union. 

More specifically, the 'office should be 
filled by a person with executive ability, a 
person who has an insight into the adminis- 
tration of finance/-, and who will take re- 
sponsibility in such things as Amendments 
»ip the constitution of the Women's Union 
whenever niich a need arises. Furthermore, 
the president should, during her term of 
office, come to envisage the W omen's Un- 
ion not merely in terms of its activity for 
one year, but on the broader basis of its 
future growth and development in provid- 
ing for the needs and interests of its mem- 
bership and as an increasingly vital organi- 
sation on the McGill Campus. 



the semi-Annual Meeting in March) the 
Hound T.tblr Conferences of the club and 
society executives under the Women's Un- 
ion, held two Of three times yearly, and 
meetings of the Executive Council which 
must take place at least once n month hut 
which at times are held more frequently. 
The date- of these meetings arc not set by 
precedent hut arc at the convenience of the 
Executive; it is therefore the duty of the 
secretary to notify those concerned. 

As a member of the executive, tho 
secretary takes part in making arrange- 
ments for the functions which the 
Women's Union sponsors directly— the 
Buffet Supper, for instance, and the Spin- 
sters' Spree— and must be prepared to dis- 
cuss and vote upon all business which 
comes before the Union. 

Formerly, the secretary was in charge 
of publicity for all functions of the Wo- 
men's Union, but this year a Pub- 
licity Committee was set up to ar- 
range such matters both for the Union and 
for the women's clubs. However, tills com- 
mittee may not he re-established next year. 

On the whole, the position of secretary 
is one which does not require n great 
amount of time, but docs require a sincere 
interest in women's activities on the cam- 
pus and wide contacts among the students 
whom the holder of this position repre- 
sents.

AT THE PALACE.

We must confess that we went to see "Dr. 
Ehrlich" more as a duty than a pleasure. The 
over-emotional atmosphere which always 
seems to surround any treatment of the "dam 
aged goods" theme has never appealed to us, 
and we dreaded the possibility of Uaving to 
endure it. Furthermore we are— or were!— 
Just a little tired of episodic biographies of men 
with beards. However, long before the end 
of the picture and the spontaneous spplause of 
the audience, we were heartily sshamed of our 
prejudice. 

"Dr. Ehrlich" is episodic, it is true; It can- 
not help but be when It sticks so closely to 
fscts. Edward G. Robinson does wesr s beerd, 
but, as Dr. Ehrlich, he belong* to It to com 
pletcly that one never for a moment thinks of 
him as Little Caesar or any one of half-a- 
dozen other quick-shooting gangsters. The rest 
of the cast, too, is excellent— especially Ruth 
Gordon and Alfred Basserman — but that is 
usual in serious, documentary film* of thi* type, 
where glamour is gone with the wind of truth 
•nyhow, and the producer can afford to engage 
real actors. 

The best thing about "Dr. Ehrlich" is pos- 
sibly the delicacy and good taste with which 
one aspect of the theme is treated. The movies 
have done a great deal to advance the illusion 
that sex is the only fact of life, but they have 
partially redeemed themselves in this picture. 
Syphilis, as Dr. Ehrlich himself coolly says be- 
fore a horrified dinncr-psrty, is only an Infec- 
tious disease, and this picture treats it as such, 
giving due importance to Dr. Ehrlich's work 
on the staining of bacilli and the diphtheria 
serum. Tor your reviewer the only false spot 
in the picture was the death-bed speech, a plea 
for war against intolerance and greed, which 
somehow seemed to be tacked on as a moral 
afler-thought. 

"Dr. Ehrlich" proves again what has been 
proved already by "Zola" "Pasteur", "Of Mice 
and Men", and "Grapes of Wrath"— that tho 
struggle of humanity provides a far more vital 
and significant mainspring for action than the 
exploit* of Joan Crawford, Ty Power and Whal- 
have-you. Though it does not plumb great 
emotional heights or depths, it is hesrtily re- 
commended to all those who like something to 
think about as they wslk out of the theatre.

Sir:— After having read the "re- 
view" of "Hamlet" In yesterday's 
"Dally," it I* Impossible for me to 
remain silent on the subject, for I 
could not wish the world in general 
to believe that the opinion which 
that critic expressed was that of 
McOlll students as a whole. On 
l he contrary I have heard a great 
de»l of unfavorable comment on the 
article— and none on tho play. 

I suppose a comparatively small 
percentage of McGill students have 
seen much real drama stsged and 
probably there are but few who 
would not hesitate to write thealrl 
cal reviews, feeling their inability 
to Judge the finer points of acting, 
staging, etc. Apparently Mr. Joseph 
suffers from no such timidity, for 
his opinions are voiced with a self- 
assurance that would do justice to 
a Broadway critic (maybe he's one 
in disguise!) of twenty years' ex- 
perience. 

I would hesitate to question Mr. 
Joseph's presence on that occasion 
but certainly he reveals unfamiliar- 
ity with the play in question and 
he apparently stiended with the 
sole idea of tesrlng the production 
to shred*— a feat, which, accom- 
plished, adds no lustre to his fame 
as a drama critic. 

While he is quite entitled to his 
own opinion of "Hamlet" it seems 
unfair to represent McGill as pos- 
sessing such abyssmil lgnorsnce of 
good dram* and I would like to .sug- 
gest that in future dramatic critics 
be selected with greater care— es- 
pecially when it comes to handling 
Shakespeare.

To the Editor of the McGill Daily. 

Sir:— I read with Interest the 
criticism In the Daily on Hamlet, 
by Mr. Edward Joseph. If the Daily 
is going to Include criticisms on 
drama within its pages, which as an 
organ of a higher seat of learning 
it undoubtedly should do, then let 
it not pollute its columns and de- 
grade its standards with criticisms 
that make it a laughing stock. 

Mr. Joseph casts his pearls with 
conviction from the depths of a pro- 
found ignorance, and they appear 
as nothing but a futile attempt to 
draw attention to himself by the 
panning of what has been generally 
praised. He has evidently decided 
that Hamlet is not only weak in 
character, but àlso in body. Since 
there is nothing In the play that 
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indicates anything except to th* 
contrary, we must therefore assume, 
according to his logic, that anyone 
with s melancholy disposition and 
deep philosophy Ir automatically .a 
physical weakling! As tor the weak- 
ness of mind; the whole greatness 
of this masterpiece Is the conflict 
between the many tides of Ham- 
let's character— his strengths and 
his weaknesses. But as your critic 
would have It, it becomes merely 
the one-track descent of a weak 
mind to Its anti climax. Instead of 
the struggle of a tortured soul to- 
wards its climax. 

If Mr. Joseph does not reali/.? 
that there are two schools of 
thought as to Hamlet's maflneis— as- 
sumed or real— then he should not 
attempt to set himself up as an ex- 
pert on Shakespeare. If he does 
realize it. he should as a critic ap- 
preciate the brilliant portrayal of 
the other school, which Maurice 
Evans gave us, even if it is not his 
own conception of the role. 

Your ' critic, it would seem, 
would like to see the part played 
as Hamlet himself Itlls the First 
Player not to act. Because Mr. 
Evans did not drown the stage with 
tears, sob brokenly with each 
sentence, or grovel in self-com- 
miseration, It does not mean that 
Hamlet is no longer a melancholy 
character: "I have that within 
which passeth show. These but the 
trappings and the suits of woe.' 
Every action, every word that 
Maurice Evans played, whether 
humorous, nonchalant or otherwise, 
had with it the underlying current 
of a deeper and more moving grief 
than any histrionic moping. His 
"To be or not to he," it is true, was 
played with no melodramatic rend- 
ing of garments or ashes on the 
head, but with quiet cold despair 
that Is so much truer to life, and 
far more terrible in Its real 
intensity. 

If all the subtlety of acting and 
of Shakespeare is to be smothered, 
Mr. Joseph has the right idea. 

Aside from the panning that 
Maurice Evans' superb performance 
received from the said Mr. Joseph. 
I notice that the entire support- 
ing cast was condemned, with the 
exception of the Queen, who in the 
opinion of most, was the least con- 
vincing of a magnificent company. 
However, no doubt Mr. Joseph was 
too bothered by the wooden seals 
at His Majesty's Theatre to pay any 
real attentio nto the play.— P. H. W.

We must not be eon- 
tent until we feel sure that there is 
nothing more which could be done 
2 Co-operation with the M W S. 
A A. 1 w ould suggest that there be 
complete co operation between the 
McGill Women Students' Athlctio 
Associstion and the Women's Union 
Each can help the other. The Red 
Wing Society is doing a splendid 
job but 1 feel Dial there is room for 
expansion. They could be of great 
service to the Freslvte Reception 
Committer. When we have lectur- 
ers, the Red Wings could arrange 
for their transportation to and from 
college. They could meet teams 
and see that they get safely from 
their residence to the tournament 
or match, thus saving the athletic* 
manager a great deal of trouble and 
worry. McGill needs some better 
cheering! The men do a good job 
but two energetic coeds in smart 
red and white outfits would inspire 
everyone to cheer till they were 
hoarse. 

S. Program committee. A few 
steps have already been taken to 
give interesting programs to the 
girls at R V.C. Next year it would 
seem advisable to have one good 
program every month. These meet- 
ings would be either closed to the 
women students, or open to all de- 
pending on the subject. There arc 
many gifted speakers and musicians 
j who would be pleased to appear be. 
fore us if they knew we were keen 
to hoar them. There would be lec- 
tures on travel, politics, literature, 
art, music: also on make-up and 
fash.ons if enough were interested. 
There is no end to possibilities 
along this line. What is mauily 
needed is the enthusiasm of the stu- 
dents This can be roused by good 
publicity— my next point. 

4. Publicity committee. A publi- 
city committee, if used properly, 
should be forever busy. In this 
group there should be a member 
of each group or club under the 
Women's Union, headed by the 
Women's Editor of the Daily. Each 
girl would be responsible for all 
the publicity which her group 
needs. It would be up to her to 
keep the Daily well informed of all 
that should be printed. It would 
also be her job to have posters 
printed or made. In case of some 
important events, such as a special 
program, the Spinsters' Spree, or 
the Senior Dinner, all the members 
of this committee would have to 
work hard to spread the news 
around, la this way it seems to 
me that there should be no need 
for poor attendance at the various 
activities of the Women's Union- 

5. Social Activities Committee. 
Although this committee now exists 
it could do much more to help 
social events and meetings be suc- 
cessful. Tnere is no need for 
activities to coincide. Tnere is 
plenty of time for everything to be 
held without interfering with some- 
thing else. If this committee were 
informed well ahead of time when 
an event was to take place, it 
could make sure that there would 
be no overlapping. 

6. Other executives. Tne McGill 
Women's Union needs to progress 
steadily. One way in which this 
may be done would be to keep 10 
touch with the executives of other 
women students throughout Can- 
ada. An exchange of ideas would 
be beneficial to all colleges in- 
volved. One letter a month, telling 
briefly of the girls' activities would 
be sufficient. If an idea sounded 
interesting wc could write for 
further details. 

7. The Fresh.e Reception com- 
mittee. This is an important com- 
mittee which needs to function bet- 
ter than it has done in the past. 
Every Junior must be or her toes to 
see that her Freshie feels "at home. ' 
This can only be done through hard 
work Girls should be stationed in 
the Arts Building with badges stal- 
ing prominently that they arc on 
the reception committee. They 
would be able to help many » won- 
dering lass! As -oil as a Junior

The Freshle-Junlor Tea is 
excellent, but how about nnolhei' 
lea given by the Presides for the 
Juniors later in the year? This 
would help to strengthen the ac- 
quaintances made during the fust 
hectic days of college. 1 would sug- 
gest that there be far more co- 
operation w ith the men's reception 
committee, By working together 
this can tx> made a real success, 

8. Dance after the Senior Dinner 
I consider that the Senior Dinner 
is a very good institution ami thai 
il should continue l<> be held; if the 
war commues it may eventually 
have to bo abolished. Everyone en- 
joys dressing up for the dinner but 
it seems to me that the evening 
would be quite perfect if there were 
a dance after the dinner, and 
speeches. These would be held In 
the same hotel. Coming just after 
the exams, many would attend thus 
making the charge nominal. This 
would be a particularly merry 
party. 

P. Bridge club So far there is 
no bridge club m R V.C. Many 
girls enjoy the game but do not 
consider themselves strong enough 
to play at the bridge club in the 
Union. If this new club were to 
meet every two or three weeks, a 
great many would turn out. A rec- 
ord of each girl's points could be 
kept and a priîe awarded to the 
highest total at the end of the year. 
It seems to me that great benefit 
would be derived if games w ere not 
made up beforehand— if wc just 
played with whoever attended. 

10. Tuck shop. R.V.C. needs a 
tuck shop! If it were possible to 
buy coco-cola, chocolate bars and 
cigarettes everyone w o u 1 d be 
happy. It would not have to be 
large, or open all day— only at the 
times when most of the girls were 
around. If this were not feasible I 
would suggest an automatic coke 
machine. 

11. R V.C. Reading Room. With a 
little thought and slight expendi- 
ture, the reading room could be 
made into a charming place. If It 
were attractively furnished with 
comfortable furniture and warm 
colors, it would be a delight to read 
or study there.
